not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention I is drawing to a 
method and structure and network for assembling a fonA^ard link traffic multiplexing 
frame for transmission of a plurality of a packet a radio link.
